Fight With the Grim Reaper 


COSHOCTON LOSES A

Death Invades Home at 7:30 a. m. Monday Bringing

Sorrow To Many — Was the Father of Twelve 
Children — Sudden Heart Attack Two Weeks Ago 
Results in His Death—Funeral Arrangements have 
not Been Completed.

William Ilodgers is dead. 
This brief 
message spread 
from 


mouth to mouth throughput the city 
Monday morning soon after death had 
occurred at 7:30 o'clock, bringing the 
sorrow and heart pangs that surround 
the family into the homes of hundreds 
of Coshocton people- His death marks 
the passing of one of the city's most 
prominent business men and 
fore: 


most citizens. 


It was two weeks ago last Friday 


evening that Mr. Kodgers was sud- 
denly stricken with a heart attack as 
he was entering the door of his Main 
street business room at a time when 
even his nearest relatives were ignor- 
ant of any previous illness. The at- 
tack was as severe as it was sudden

disease was pronounced an enlarge-

But the hope was a barren one 


He 
was always kind to those afflicted 
with sorrow and poverty; was com- 
panionable with everyone; and count- 
ed his friends by the hundreds. He 
was a sterling business man, honest 
in his dealings with everyone and 
strong in his every conviction. There 
are none but words of praise spoken 
in his memory.

Los Angeles. N6v. 6. — The trans- 
ontincntal aviator. C. P. Rodgora. 
omplcted the last lap of his epoch- 
making flight and descended at Tour- 


ament park. Pasadena. He was 
waited by thousands, and no sooner 
ad the birdman brought his aerial 
Leed to earth than he was literally 


mobbed. 
Men. women and children 


surrounded Rodgers and fought and 
struggle for an opportunity to shako 
his hand, speak a word to him or 
seize some part of his dress or equip- 
ment as a souvenir. The police wero 
compelled to use clubs in order to 
force the crowd back from the ma- 
chine, which they were in a lair way 
to tear to pieces. 
Finally, guarded 


by police, Rodgers made his way 
through the throng and was driven 
to a hotel, where he went to bed, de- 
clining to see any reporters until 
later. 


His plans call for a continuation of 


the flight for a distance of ?0 miles, 
to the ocean, where he will land on 
the beach, thus actually completing 
his ocean-to-ocean trip. 


Explains Perilous Situation. 


Explanation by Rodgers of his re- 


markable escape from death when de- 
scending at Banning shows that his 
flight was a race for life during 
which he operated his machine with 
but one hand for a distance of six 
miles. When Rodgers was entering 


narrow stretch on the San Gorgo-. 


nio pass, his machinery broke in sev- 
eral places at once. ~Gae of the con- 
necting rods of the crank shaft broke 
at .-.-the-.bottom when he'"was at a 
height of 2.500 feet. 


The biplane dipped and plunged, 


mt Rodgers. after holding the jump- 
ing broken rod with his thumb and 
a loosened magneto with his finger, 
kept the engine going at top speed. 
In spite of this peril and handicap he 
made the 20 miles from Palm Springs 
to his landing place at Banning in 
11 minutes. It had to be a record- 
breaking spurt or he was doomed. 


Coming over the town he was 2,r.OO 


feet high, but he turned sharply to- 
ward the mountain cliffs and took a 
dive almost straight downv--ard 2.000 
feet.

planes, he ma»59 a short curve and 
settled in a freshly plowed field. 


Rodgers in his journey from New 


York to Banning traveled a total of 
4.141 miles in 4,846 minutes, actual 
flying time.'

The 
Gentiles, on the contrary, were aliens 
strangers, foreigners to the common- 
wealth of Israel. They were not to 
come into Christ through Moses, but 
to be baptized directly into Christ 


St. Paul shows the difference be- 


tween the two baptisms: Several Ep- 
hesians. Gentiles, believed in Christ 
under the preaching of Appollos and 
at his hands received "John's -Baptism j 
repentance and remission of sins." 
But this was incorrect and they did 
not get the full blessing of Divine re- 
cognition. St. Paul, as the twelfth 
Ajiostle. taught them more correctly 
—that, not being Jews, baptism for 
the remission of sins, coming back 
into Moses and then into Christ, was 
not for them—that they must come 
directly into Christ's Body 
through 


Baptism.—Acts xix. 1-6.
